Catalina.” 
The story was baaed on the collec­ 
tion of Indian relics, skeletons, etc., 
made by Ralp h Glidden whose In­ 
dian museum Is one of the features 
of Catalina island. He has made a 
study of these ancient dwellers on 
the island, basing his deductions on^ 
finds he has made. Some of these* 
relics were described in detail, not­ 
ably a funeral urn in p erfect condi­ 
tion, containing the skeleton of a 
young girl, and with skeletons of 
64 other children arranged around 
the urn. 
Hr. Peo's p ap er was 
dev oted to 
the famous asp haltum p it* at La 
Prea near Los Angeles and the 
am.v /ing collection of bones recov ­ 
ered from them causing them to be 
dubbed the “Pleistocene Grav eyard,” 
Prehistoric buffalo, mastodon, sa­ 
bre-tooth tiger, 
camel 
and 
wolf 
bones w rre among those found, to 
say nothing of small anim als and 
countless birds, all of which hav e 
been carefully assembled and p laced 
in the Southwest museum, Los An­ 
geles. 
Mrs W atkins went ev en farther 
back in history to the rep tile age 
antedating man, and described the 
oldest dinosaur skeletons ev er found 
on the American continent, hones 
of the brontosaurus and dip lodocus 
found in W yoming 
and Utah and 
sup p osed to be 60 million years old. 
The skeletons were ov er 60 feet 
long, and the 
translation of the 
name giv en them, is “thunder rep ­ 
tile,” or beasts so big th at the earth 
thundered with their tread. 
Various theories of the origin of 
human beings on the North Ameri­ 
can continent were adv anoed by 
Mrs. Wilson in concluding the p ro­ 
gram. 
She declared th at any a t­ 
tem p ts to co-relate American p eo­ 
p les with those of Europ e of the 
p aleolithic 
age, were 
doomed to 
failure, for no 
sim ilarity 
existed. 
The v arious theories adv anced as 
to the origin, were weak, she de­ 
clared, asserting th at the majority 
of 
scientists 
concur in 
believ ing 
central Asia to hav e been the cradle 
of the race.
